unto being hav) dor? moꝛe fully and at large appear, And whereas ſome of 
the ſaid Farmers are line arrived in this Bingdom, who have p2zoduced 
befo2e us the Loꝛd Lieutenant and Council, his Pajeſties ſaid Letters 
Patents of the ſaid Farm, bearing date the afozeſaid Eighth day of April 
laſt, as alſo a ſufficient power ſt authoꝛitie from the reſt of the ſaid Farmers, 
to take upon them the care and management of the ſaid Farm, and of his

Majeſties Revenue, thereby demiſedto them. And whereas his Ma jeltit 
by his Letters under his ſignet and ligne manual, bearing date at his Court 
at White-Hall the 15th dap of this inſtant May, hath ſignified his Royal (il! 
and pleaſure, that a Protlama tion ſhould iſſue fo2 ſuperſeding, annulling 
and bacating the afozeſaid Commiſſion and all Powers and antho2ities 
therein and thereby Gꝛanted which upon the perfecting and ſight of the 
Patent of the ſaid Farm are by his Majeſties ſaid Letters declared tour 
actually ſuperſeded, Ul: the Lo2d Lientenant and Tounetl in obedi⸗ 
ence to his Pajeſties ſaid Letters, do therefoꝛe by this our Proclamation 
publiſh and declare, that the afozeſaid Commiſſion granted to the ſaid Sir 
Charles Merideth, Sir James Cuff, John Stone, Robert Wood, Thomas Taylor, Ro: 
bert Gorges, Thomas Sheridan, William Hanway, Edward Wigg, Thomas Waller, 
and Murtogh Dowling,and all the powers and anthozities thereby granted, 
are ſuſpended, annulled and vacated, and ſhall from hencefo2th ceaſe and 
determine, And we do hereby require and command the afozeſaid Com⸗ 
miſſioners, the chief Treaſurer, and all other Receivours, Collecto23.and 
Miniſters, which are oꝛ habe been imployed under them, to be anſwerabvlc 
t accountable only to his Majeſties ſaid Farmers ofhis Revenue, koꝛ their 
relpective receipts, pꝛoteedings and Actings, in, by and under the ſaid Com- 
miſſon , and foꝛ pꝛeventing any inconvenience which may happen unto, o: 
befall his Ma jeſties ſaid Revenne, by the revoking oꝛ ſuperſeding the ſaid 
Commiſſion, we do hereby further require and Command all and every 
th zperſons imployed immediately under the ſaid Commiſioners at the head 
Office o2 generall Office of the Revenue at Dublin, and likewiſe the Recci- 
vers, Collectoꝛs, and other Dfficers and miniſters who are now imployed 
in and about the ſaid Revenne elſevohere, to continue and act in their ſeve- 
rall and reſpective imployments and ſtations, during the time they hail 
be continued and authoꝛized, oꝛ untill they be removed diſmiſſed oꝛ diſcharg⸗ 
ed, by the ſaid Farmers oꝛ the greater Number of them, oꝛ ſuch as they 
oꝛ the greater Number of them have tonſtituted and appointed, oꝛ ſalt 
hereafter conſtitute and appoint. And in the mean time, they are to obſer ve 
and follow ſuch Rules,D2ders and Inſtructions, as they ſhall from time 
to time receive from the ſaid Farmers, or the major part of them, oꝛ thoſe 
authorized and appointed by the major part of them. And we do hereby 
require all his Majeſties Dfticers and miniſters in th:3 Kingdom, to be 
aiding and aſiſting unto the laid Farmers, andſuchas they wall from 
time to time aſſociate untooꝛ appoint, ce impiop under them in and oz the 
erecution of the truſt commited to them vy the laid grant and demiſe, where⸗ 
of all perſons concerned are hereby required to take notice
